All Chinese nationals must possess a "Citizenship Certificate for Foreign 
Hationals."° This is issued by the Internal Affairs office through the Chinese 
Residents' Association, When a Chinese desires to travel beyond his province 
he must obtain permission from the nearest branch office of the Chinesa 
Residents’ Association, The North Korean police are not euthorized to arrest 
a Ghinese bearing the Citizenship Certificate for Foreign Hationals except 

ta the event of a serious crime, Arrests are made by the Peaple's Advancement 
Company throvgh ite Political Preservation Bureeu. 
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
